Applicant's proposed amendment presents a new independent claim 18 and cancels the previous independent claim 1. The new claim 
includes the newly added limitation that the water comprise, specifically, a "liquid phase" water. Also, the new claim calls for the newly 
added limitation of a water feed control unit comprising a sensor, a valve and a control unit, in place of the previously presented water 
feed means of claim 1. The newly added limitations change the scope of the claims and raise new issues, thereby necessitating further 
search and/or consideration. 
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
